Edward Hillman, Head of Great 
Store, Tells How He Began 
at Pay of $2 a Week.

_ CHICAGO, March 8.—The work of the 


Illinois Senate Vice Commission bore 
fruit today when a letter was received 
by Chairman Barrett O'Hara from E. 
F. Mendel, ‘president of Mandel Broth- 
ers, who was a witness yesterday, stat- 
ing that he had raised the minimum 
wage of juveniles to $. The juveniles 
are girls between the ages of 13 and 
15 years who were employed on small 


errands. ‘Wherever possible, by reason 
of the aptness of general fitness of the 
girl, the wage will be more than $4. 

In addiGon Mandel stated, that fol- 
lowing a suggestion of the Commission, 
he will employ an investigator to look 
into the statements made by applicants 
to ascertain if they can live on the 
wages they receive. 

. EGward Hillman of Hiilman's depart- 
ment store, was a jovial and frank 
‘Witness today who greeted the propo- 
sition of an investigator with enthusi- 
* asm and promised to hire one or more 

at once. 

Chairman O'Hara expressed gratifica- 
tion at the attitude of the employers. 
“We asked for their co-operation be- 
cause we felt that they, as public- 
spirited citizens, are as muéh inter- 
ested in correcting social evils as we 
are,”’ said O'Hara. 

Hillman an Enlightening Witness, 

When Hillman took the stand he said 
he thought that there was in some 
cases a connection between low wages 
and immorality among women. 

“Do you think that a woman would 
sd@il herself before she would starve?’ 
asked Lieutenant-Governor O'Hara, 
Chairman of the Commission. 

“Yes, I do,’’ came the prompt answer, 
the first of the kind from employers 
thus far heard,

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WIFE LIES SELF 
TQ PRISON, SAVES 
HUSBAND'S LFE 


Chorus Girl Declares, After Sen- 
tence, She Does Not Regret 
Murder Penalty. 


JURY TO ASK CLEMENCY 


Couple Were Charged With 
Murder of Friend Who; Was 
Found Dead in Their Rooms. 


CHICAGO, March 8.—After being out 
17 hours, a jury in Judge Kersten’s court 
today returned a verdict finding both 
Charles Cramer and his wife guilty of 
the murder of Miss Sophia Singer of 


Baltimore. 

Cramer’s punishment was fixed at life 
imprisonment, while his wife was given 
14 years in the penitentiary. 

The jury recommended that clemency 
be shown to Mrs. Cramer. 

The convicted couple appeared on the 
verge of collapse when the verdict was 
read. A motion for a new trial was 
entered and the Cramers were taken 
back to their cells. «Cramer, walking 
on crutches, had to be assisted by a 
deptuy sheriff. The verdict apparently 
affected him more than it did his wife. 
The latter bore it bravely and attempted 
to reassure her husband. 


It fe said thal fve of the jurors voted 
on the first lot to send Cramer to the 
gallows, but after lengthy argument 
compromised on life imprisonment. 

“I love my husband and I wanted to 
save him,’ said Mrs. Cramer after the 
verdict had been returned. “I figured 
that if I told the truth I might save 
myself, but if I had done that my con- 
science would have bothered me the 
rest of my life, as my husband probably 
would. have gone to the gallows.”’ 

It is said the jurors will write the 
State Board of Pardons asking that Mrs. 
Cramer be liberated after serving 11 
months. 

Cramer was a circus clown, balloonist 
and high diver and was known in the 
show business as Conway. His wife waa 
a chorus girl. Both fled to Lima, O. 
after the murder of Miss Singer in an 
Indiana avenue rooming house, Oct. 29 
1912, and made confessions to the police 
after being brought wack to Chicago. 
At the trial both repudiated their con- 
fessions.

Comparison of the vote cast at the 
primary election Friday with the vote 
at the primary for State offices in Au- 
gust, 1912, shows a gain for the Demo- 
crats of 15,000 in the number of ballots 
cast, and.a loss df 19,700 for the Repub- | 
licans. The Democratic vote friday was 
the largest ever recorded for one party 
at a primary election in St. Louis, 80 
far as available records show. 

There were 4709 less votes cast Friday 
than the number polled by the two par- 
ties in August. The total vote of the 
Republicans and Democrats in August 
was 75,197. The primary vote Friday 
totaled 70,488. 

No municipal primary ever was held 
In St. Louis before by which an exact 
comparison of the vote can be made, 
it is said. Party primaries have been 
held in which there were only.a few 
polling places in each ward-.and the 
polls were open only from 1 p. m,. to 
8 p. m., under the old law. 

In the State primary in August the 
total vote cast for the Democratic ticket 
was 31,516. The total Democratic vote 
Friday was 46,516 for Simon and Norvell, 
a gain of 15,000. 

The total Republican vote at the Aug- 
ust primary was 43,681. The votes cast 
Friday for Kiel and Starkloff made a 
total of 23,972, a loss of 19,70. 

The Progressive party vote Friday for 
Gerhart for Mayor was 186. : 

The Progressive vote was very light, 
less than 1700 ballots being cast. Frank 
H. Gerhart was nominated for Mayor; 
Anthony *F. ittner for Comptroller, 
Diedrich Eitzmann for Treasurer, Hen- 
ry W. Barth for Auditor, George W.

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WASHINGTON, March 8.—President 
Wilsom let it be known today there was 
no immediate prospect of letting down 
the civil service bars to thousands of 
Democratic office seekers. The Presi- 
dent told Senator Pomerene that so far, 
he and the Cabinet had formulated no 
policy as to appointments for minor 
positions in the Government service. 

There had been a report that Presi- 
dent Wilson might revoke the recent 
order of Taft which put 36,000 fourth- 
Class postmasters under the civil serv- 
ice. 

Postmaster-General Burleson said to- 
day that no appointments of postmas- 
ters probably would be made before 
April 1, except possibly in case of emer- 
gency. Approximately 1500 such appoint- 
ments by Taft were not acted upon by 
the last Senate, and it will be necessary 
for President Wilson to make appoint- 
ments to all these offices.

DR. SIMON NATIVE 
OF ST. LOUIS AND 
9 44 YEARS OLD 


Entered Campaign Immediately 
‘After Primary Bill Was Passed 
by Legislature. 


Dr. John Henry Simon, the Demo- 
cratic nominee for Mayor, has been 
conspicuous in Democratic politics of 
St. Louis for 20 years. He is a native 
of St. Louis, born on the site of Old 
Camp Jackson, ncar Compton avenue 
and Chestnut street. He is 44 years 
old. 
In most of his campaign speeches Dr. 
Simon also attacked Harry B. Hawes, 
who was in charge of the political side 
of Norvell’s campaign. He declared that 
Hawes had been responsible for the 
opposition of the Democratic oragniza- 
tion to him, 
Dr. Simon has a large medical prac- 
tice in the southwestern section of the 
city. It is said that his annual income 
is close to $20,000 a year, four times 
the salary he will draw as Mayor, if he 
is elected. 
After being graduated from the St. 
Louis University, in 1888, Dr. Simon en- 
tered the medical department of Wash- 
ington University and was graduated 
in 1891, when he was 21 years old.. He 
engaged in the practice of medicine im- 
mediately. His only official service was 
as Health Commissioner. 
During his two years’ term he made 
a fight against graft in the city insti- 
tutions, which resulted in the discharge 
of many employes. He charged that the 
city was being defrauded in the sup- 
plies delivered by contractors to the 
hospitals and put detectives in them to 
see that the city got what it was pay- 
ing for. 
Dr. Simon, who lives at 1201 McCaus- 
land avenue, is an ardent sportsman, 
and was for 10 years president of the 
Stringer Hunting and Fishing Club. He 
is a member of the Missouri Medical 
Association, the St. Louis Medical So- 
clety, and the St. Louis University 
Alumni Association. He is also vice- 
president of the International Tubercu- 
losis Congress.

In his platform for Mayor, Dr. Simon

He was elected treas- 
urer of the committee and after the re- 
tirement of Jeptha D. Howe as chair- 
man, four years ago, he was made chatir- 
man. 

Kiel was nominated for Sheriff last 


fall, but was defeated in the genera] 
election. As a, member of the Repub- 


lean organization he has been opposed 
to Mayor Kreismann and his policies 
practically throughout the Mayor’s 
term. Mayor Kreismann, in a recent 
interview, intimated that he would bolt 
the Republican ticket if Kiel was nomi- 


nated. 
For a time he and Stifel were apart 


politically. Stifel tried to find another 
candidate to run against Kiel for the 
Mayoralty nomination, but Kiel stood 
firni and Stifel finally returned to him 
and> supported him in the contest for 
the Mayoralty nomination.

The Tuggles bill provides for signa- 
tures of eight per cent of the qualified 
voters in at least two-thirds of the 
congressional districts. The number now 
required is five per cent. The bill pro- 
vides that the signatures must be ap- 
proved by the County Court.

FEXPLAINING THE SUPERWOMAN. 
‘4 Roker. VARNHAGEN,” by Ellen 
Key, may be read with deep 
interest by all who wish to 
have a better understanding of two ‘‘su- 
perwomen,’’ the most interesting of 
whom at present may be Ellen Key her- 
self. In considering Rahel Varnhagen 
as the first of the modern type of super- 
woman, she defines herself perhaps 
much more fully than the once-famous 
Rahel is ever likely to be defined. 

Before understanding Rahel, it is nec- 
essary to understand Goethe, whom she 
worshiped as “lord and master of her 
soul.”” Perhaps it is impossible to un- 
derstand what Goethe was as he at- 
tempted to live “In the absolute’ or 
wholly ideal. We may never know 
what that is. By comparison with Schil- 
ler, however, we can understand what 
he was not. He was not a poet who 
risked his own personal comfort or 
safety through sympathy with the com- 
monplace life of the oppressed people of 
Germany, whose poet and liberator 
Schiller became. With a higher esthet- 
‘ec genius than this, Goethe could live 
securely as a courtier, patronize the 
Grand Dukes who supported him and 
marry a competent cook and housekeep- 
er. With his own physical comfort se- 
cure, he could rise to ideal heights nev- 
er before attempted in INterature. 

As Varnhagen von Ense owes his in- 
spiration and his fame to his connection 
with Goethe’s “transcendental” circle, he 
cowed Goethe also his wife, Rahel, whose 
salon in Berlin was frequented by all 
who were ‘“Goethereif.” When Rahel 
herself divides men and women into two 
classes, ‘“‘those who are Goethereif (ripe 
for Goethe) and those who are not,” we 
can understand the superwoman who 
“transcends” the merely human from 
that sentence as we might not from 
volumes without it. 

Born a Jewess and becoming a Chris- 
tion on her marriage to Varnhagen, who 
worshiped her, she worshiped only 
Goethe. She was essentially a good 
woman and a woman of extraordinary 
genius. It was expressed chiefly through 
her conversation. This made her, fa- 
mous, but there is genius enough in her 
letters to show that too much has not 
been said by Ellen Key or anyone else 
of the remarkable quality of her en- 
thusiasm. She is as much a superwom- 
an in her ideals as Goethe was a super- 
man when he defined his ideal of elec- 
tive ‘“‘soul-mating.”” -How far these 
ideals connect with anything real on 
earth or in the solar system is of course 
another and a final question. We might 
have Schillers, but no Goethes, if there 
were no Grand Dukes to admire great 
poets and no good cooks to marry them. 
But fin the goodness of her soul, Rahel 
Varnhagen prayed for a world of soul- 
mates with nothing masculine but 
Goethes in it. And in her own cult of 
the feminine supersoul, Ellen Key has 
discovered the solution of everything in 
superwomen who have realized the ideal 
of Goethe’s “Ewigweibliche.” After

GAETANO VIVIANO, 
DEPORTED A YEAR 
AGO, SNEAKS BACK 


Photographs to Be Sent Out by 
St. Louis Police to Aid U. S. 
Search for Him. 








Duplicate photographs of Gaetano 
Viviano, also known as Ghio .Viviano, 
were prepared Saturday by the St. Louis 


police and will be sent to cities through- 
out the country in a nation-wide search 
for Viviano by the police and Govern- 
ment officials. 

Viviano is known in police circles as 
King of the Black Hand, and was de- 
ported to Italy in April, 1912. He has 
made his way back to America and 
entered the country in violation of the 
immigration laws, according to offi- 
cials. If he is found he will again be 
deported, officials say. 

Traced to Illinois. 

The St. Louis police say they have 
traced Viviano to an Italian settlement 
at White Ash, Ill., but he has not been 
seen there in the last two weeks. Miss 
Ella Harrison, postmistress at White 
Ash, identified a photograph of Viviano 


jas that of a man who has called regu- 


larly up to two weeks ago for mall 


there.

Viviano Was Arrested. 

Viviano was arrested in St. Louis, 
Oct. 29, 1911, in company with three 
other Italians at Florissant and Cal- 
vary avenues when Ghio Lafata went 
there to deposit $2000 in accordance 
with the demand in a Black Hand let- 
ter. A short time later Joseph Debalo, 
one of the men arrested with Viviano, 
was killed by Sam Grippi, who escaped, 
Viviano left St. Louis at that time. 
A few weeks later the headless body 
of a man thought to be~Grippi was 
found in New .ork. : 

Viviano was arrested in connection 
with the crime. Investigation of his 
record showed that he had served two 
prison terms in Italy, and that he had 
neen connected with Black Hand s0- 
cieties there. He was deported as an 
undesirable citizen. 

The St. Louis police sought to con- 
nect Viviano with the killing of Sal- 
vatore Leoni, whose headless body was 
found in an ashpit at Ninth and Carr 
streets, Jan. 29, 1911, and questioned 
him concerning the murder of Daniano 
Capuano on Dago Hill by the Black 
Hand in December, 1910, but were un- 
able to get evidence that showed he 
had anything to do with these crimes.

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MR. NORVELL’S MIST. 

Mr, Norvell and his campaign manager, Mr. 
Hawes, have suffered the logical consequences 
of two fatal mistakes. 

Under the leadership of Mr. Hawes the Demo- 
cratic Committee which has been repudiated 
time and again by the party voters was whipped 
into the support of Mr. Norvell who became the 
organization candidate. Every other candidate 
was shut out from the. party organization’s sup- 
port. 

It was announced from the beginning that Mr. 
Hawes had solidified the committee and con- 
trolleq it for Mr. Norvell who could not himself 
have done it. This parading of Mr. Norvell as 
the candidate of the party organization under 
the contro] of an organization boss was sufficient 
to defeat Mr. Norvell. 

The other fatal mistake was the collection of 
a large campaign fund from business men and 
the refusal of Mr. Norvell and his campaign 
managers to make public the sources of the fund. 
The voters had reason to suspect that the fund 
was contributed by representatives of interests, 
the publications of whose names would injure 
Mr. Norvell and that the fund was used to con- 
trol the organizations. 

Mr. Norvell himself made the mistake of 
putting his candidacy in the hands of Mr. Hawes, 
who thus became the party boss. Mr. Hawes’ 
bossism was resented and repudiated by a ma- 
jority of the voters. 

The day when candidates can be named for 
office by organization bosses with large secret 
campaign funds has gone forever. The direct 
popular primary has put political methods of 
this kind out of business. 

It cannot be said that the Democratic result 
was due to the apathy of the voters. The total 
vote exceeded 46,000—the largest in the history 
of any party in this city. Even if the charge 
that Republicans voted in the Democratic prim- 
ary is true, the margin is large enough for an 
extraordinary vote. 

The fact that the Republican vote was 20,000 
below the Democratic vote, despite a mayoralty 
contest, indicates .either profound Republican 
apathy or the practical dissolution of the Repub- 
lican party. 

Where the bolting Republican voters will go 
in the election has yet to be disclosed. The 
Progressive and Socialist votes are not fair in- 
dexes of their strength, as there were no con- 
tests. 

Comparisons of the tickets as a whole and of 
individual candidates wil] be made in the light 
of complete information.

A Word for the ‘‘Ambulance Chaser.’’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Expressing his views recently on the workman’s 
compensation bill, now before the Missouri Legis- 
lature, Mr. Dutton hoped that “the Missouri Gen- 
eral Assembly would not throttle this important 
measure, for the sole purpose of benefiting the 
few notorious ambulance chasers at the expense 
of the thousands of workmen, their widows and 
children. 

I wish to submit what I consider a pertinent re- 
ply. First, any “ambulance chaser’ in the city will 
tell you that the first man on the job is usually 
the agent of the insurance companies. They are 
there with their little slips of paper for the poor 
unfortunate victim to sign, releasing from lia- 
bility the million dollar corporations. These 
agents can be found in all the hospitals where 
injured workmen are carried for operation after 
accidents, before they have recovered from the 
anesthetic, importuning the nurses for an inter- 
view with their patients.

A Fly Killed in March Prevents the 
Birth of a Million Flies in June. 





Watch for the ‘First Fly: : 














ET no guilty fly escape! 
This is the slogan sounded by 
Dr. C. A. Jordan, Assistant 
~ Health Commissioner, who says 
it isn’t too early to begin a campaign of 
extermination against the little pest 
which never uses the doormat before 

entering the house. 

When the fly flies in at the window 
health goes out at the door, Dr. Jordan 
says, and the first fly of spring which 
now looks like a mere speck on the 
horizon is merely the advance guard of 
an army that will sweep down on the 
city later in the season. 

lor this reason, Dr. Jordan thinks, ev- 
ery householder in St. Louis should 
watch for this first fly, and put a period 
to its existence. When spring is further 
advanced it will be possible to kill more 
flies with a single blow; but it will take 
more blows to kill all the flies.

“. [were better to have hit and missed 
an never to have hit at all.”’ 

Don't be too sure there are no files 
about your house even in this chilly 
weather. The flies belong to the an- 
cient order of hibernators. They go into 
winter quarters in warm basements and 
come to life in the spring.

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The Ratisa Menace—Poison Him 





HE rat is a menace... He spreads 
diseases, and health authorities 
are advising his extinction by 
poison; but it is not always safe 

or easy to do the poisoning. Here are 
some hints on the subject from the Med- 
ical Review of Reviews: 

Do not put polsoned pieces of bread 
in the open, because they may be taken 
by children or domestic animals; but 
put them in the rat holes, where they 
cannot be got at by human beings or 
domestic animals. 

When this is net practicable get a 
small box and put small pieces of pol- 
soned bread in a bowl, cover the bowl 
with a box, and bore a hole two inches 
in diameter in each end of the box. 
These holes are big enough to admit 
the rats, will keep out the cats, dogs 
and chickens. Keep track of.every piece 
of poison put out; thef after it has 


‘been out long enough you can collect 





the pleces of polson which‘ remain un- 
touched. 

Rats will not take poison in places 
where there is plenty of other food. 
Therefore, to be most successful in rat 
poisoning the premises should be ther- 
oughly cleaned and all foodstuffs pro- 
tected from rats by the use of metal 
Screening or metal containers. Garbage 
should be placed in water-tight metal 
garbage cans only. A starved rat takes 
poison quite readily.
